THE TOAST OF “ THE COLONIES”? AT THE 
MANSION HOUSE. 
The Lord Mayor last Saturday entertained a num- 
er of the representatives of the Colonies at dinnor 
atthe Mansion House. The King of the Sandwich 
Islands, responding to -the.toast of his health, ex- 
pressed gratitude at the warmth of his reception in 
in this country. Тһе Prince of Wales adverted to 
the visit of his sons to the Australasian colonies, and 
acknowledged the cordial reception they had expe- 
rienced, remarking that the young Princes would 
рахе extended their visits further inland in South 
Africa if the condition. of the country had been more 
peaceful. 'The Duke of Manchester, the Speaker of 
the House of Commons, and the Earl of Kimberley 
replied to other toasts. ы 
The. Duke of Manchester quoted some interesting 
figures showing the vastness of the Australasian 
colonies, Queensland alone being three times the 
size of the French Republic. Australasia last year 
rodueed: 82,000,000 bushels of whéat, and its wool 
as beaten English wool out of the market, both in 
amount and in value, which was 816,750,000. Тһе 
colonists, however, not only benefited themselves, 
but had benefited English manufacturers to an 
enormous extent, as was shown by the fact that 
Australians апа New Zealanders head, man, 
woman, and child, consumed £8 10s. worth of British 
goods, whilst France only rates at 7s. 8d. per head, 
and the United States at 7s. per head. 


THE ROYAL AGRICULTURAL SHOW 
concluded at Derby on Monday. Тһе gathering has 
been one of the most successful ever held. The 
weather was brillant throughout. The excursion 
trains on Monday brought visitors from all towns in 
the Midlands, and the admissions were 40,200, the 
largest number on a last day except at the ex- 
hibitions of Kilburn and Birmingham.

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DEATH OF DEAN STANLEY. 


We regret to record the death of Dean Stanley, @ 
Christian Minister in the widest sense of the term. 
The Portrait we print from the photograph of Messrs 
Hills and Saunders, though taken some years ago, 
will recall the well-known features of the Dean of 
Westminster. 

Arthur Penrhyn Stanley was born on Dec. 13, 1815, 
at Alderley, of which place his father, afterwards 
Bishop of Norwich, was the Incumbent. He had 
the inestimable advantage of being educated 
under Dr. Arnold at Rugby. His interest in the 
Eastern Church was manifested during his journey 
to the East, in company with the Prince of Wales, 
an account of which he published in an appendix to 
« Sermons Preached in the East." In 1863 he was 


appointed by Lord Palmerston to the Deanery of 
Westminster. Dean Stanley had thus been fo: 


about eighteen years the guardian of the Abbey 

He popularised its services, and made it a great 
centre of enlightenment and liberality. He did 
something, by inviting the ministers of other 
churches—such as Dr. Caird and Dr. Moffat— 
to speak in the great nave of the Abbey, to remove 
the scandal that foreign Churchmen can speak in the 
national pulpits, from which the teachers of the 
English people are excluded. In this extension ho 
had the hearty sympathy of Canon Kingsley, who 
was present when Dr. Caird delivered his address. 
The home of Dean and Lady Augusta Stanley, who 
heartily sympathised with him in all his efforts, was 
the centre of а wide social influence exerted on all 
classes, not excluding the highest, until her lamented 
death а few years since. Хо living divine would be 
more deeply regretted or more widely missed. 

The Dean of Westminster was attacked with 
erysipelas on Friday morning, July 15, and in the 
course of that day and of Saturday the symptoms 
were not such as to cause very grave anxiety to his

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friends. The Bishop of Manchester said, in the 
Abbey, on Sunday evening, that he had come to 
London in the full hope that the Dean would have 
turned the crisis of the disease, and that hope was 
general on Sunday. The improvement, however, 
was but temporary. Не became worse on Monday 
morning; and, after а period of unconsciousness, 
finally sank and died at twenty minutes to twelve 
last Monday night. бо passed away, at the com- 
paratively early age of sixty-six, а Dean who has 
given Westminster Abbey a place in the history of 
religious thought and feeling in England which it 
had never taken before. 

The news of his death was heard with much regret 
by the Queen and Court, and by the House of 
Commons. The Dean will be buried beside the 
remains of Lady Augusta Stanley, his wife, in West- 
minster Abbey. It is thought that the original 
cause of the erysipelas to which the deceased suc- 


cumbed was blood poisoning, consequent on his 
having inhaled some noxious vapours—where, can 
not at present be stated with accuracy. The Prince 
of Wales, the Prime Minister aad Mrs. Gladstone, 
Sir Stafford Northcote, and other distinguished 
persons called during Monday and made inquiries 
respecting the Dean’s condition; and his death 
should cast a gloom over that brilliant Society of 
which he was so distinguished a member.

THE TARGETS INTERVIEWED. 


One of our Special Artist's sketches shows the 
ingenious construction of the targets and covered 
mantlet for the markers. It will be seen that each 
target (they are made of paper) has its duplicate or 
dummy, which differs only from the target proper in 
having two broad black bands from corner to corner 
diagonally across the whole surface of the target, 
rendering it impossible that it should be mistaken for 
the realtarget; and in being covered with open wire 
netting, so that the discs representing the value of 


| each shot may be hung on overthe exact correspond- 


ing part of the dummy to that of the shot hole on 
the target. Тһе dummy is also furnished with a 
lever working on a pivot at the top centre, on one end 
of which is a red disc, which сап be raised to cover 
the bull’s-eye on the real target at the moment of 
** cease firing.” 

_ The mode of marking is simple. When the target 
is struck, and perforated by the bullet, the marker 
underground hangs a dise representing the value of 
the shot over that part of the dummy corresponding 
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to the shot hole on the target. The dummy is then 
raised to the view of the marksmen, and the target 
lowered into the mantlet by one simple winding 
operation, the one target balancing the other, much 
after the fashion of an ordinary window sash. The 
marker then repairs the surface of the target by 
pasting а small piece of paper over the shot hole, 
and the target is then raised with a spotless surface, 
ready for the next shot, the dummy having disap- 
peared by the same operation.

RECORD OF THE AMATEUR

pionship of the Thames, last Monday. Mr. Lowndes 
crowned his victories at Henley &nd at the Metropolitan 
Regatta by winning the Amateur Championship with the 
greatest ease. This superb sculler reached Barnes Bridge 
in 91min. 17 séc., Groves occupying 21 min. 43 sec. ; and, 
paddling thence home the holder of the Diamond Sculls, 
passed the Ship, Mortlake, in front of Groves, the time 
being 25 min. 133 sec.

that has hitherto been held at Lillie-bridge Grounds took 
place last Saturday afternoon at the Aston Lower Grounds, 
Birmingham, in the presence of a large number of spec- 
tators.

He continued 
to report himself there; but recently, 
when inquiries were made about him at 
that address, it was found that he did 
not hve there. Оп Monday might the

on the previous occasion. In answer to 
the charge, the prisoner said that he did 
not know that the rules were so strictly 
enforced; and a woman came forward, 
and said he was allowed to have letters at 
theaddress. Inspector Morris said that the 
prisoner had also to serve five years' super- 
vision, after the expiration of his sentence. 
The prisoner, who wore а carpenter's 
apron, and looked like a respectable me- 
chanic, said that he was in good work, 
and would lose his situation if sentenced.

HIGH JINKS ABOARD THE 
HERCULES. 


A correspondent on Her Majesty’s ship 
Hercules, writes :—“‘ On Friday, July 15, 
Admiral Batsch entertained a large party 
of English and German officers at dinner. 
The Duke of Edinburgh sat between 
Princes William. and Henry. ‘the 
captains and several of the commanders 
of the English fleet were guests, also 
‘Dr. Siccama and Major Welch of the 
flagship. 

* An entertainment on a very splendid 
scale had been prepared in the evening at 
the Bellevue Gardens. The officers of the 
German Navy at Kiel invited the Admiral 
апа officers of the fleet to a garden concert, 
with dancing. The Bellevue Hotel was 
tastefully decorated with flags апа 
brilliantly lighted, the electric light being 
used with great effect in the beautiful 
grounds surrounding the hotel. ‘To add 
to the brilliancy, the four German ships 
anchored in line just off the hotel snowed 
electric lights, the beams from which were 
cast over the whole scene. About 300 
officers and ladies were present, 100 of 
these being guests from the English fleet. 
The Duke of Edinburgh presented all the 
English officers to Prince William. The 
dancing was kept up with great spirit in 
the magnificent ball-room of the hotel. 
At 11.30 there was an. excellent display of 
fireworks froin a raft moored just off the 
gardens. The effects of the various 
coloured lights cast upon the surrounding 
thickly-wooded scenery were exceedingly 
effective. ‘Lle evening concluded with a 
‘supper. 

* This welcome has not been confined 
to the superior officers. The German 
petty officers entertained about 150 petty 
officers of the English fleet at the barracks. 
During the evening the toast of ‘The 
Empcror’ was proposed in English by 
the schoolmaster of the Hercules, and 
interpreted in .German by the school- 
waster of the Warrior. Similarly, on the 
side of the Germans, ‘The Queen? was 
proposed in German and English. "The 
Мехб toast by the Germans. .was~‘ Our 
Brothers,’ the proposer saying that in 
every way German and English sailors 
belonged to one great brotherhood. A 
good deal of music and singing followed, 
many well-known English songs being 
excellently sung by the Germans. ‘The 
entertainment concluded with about an 
hour’s dancing, and; as the music of the 
National Anthem of the two countries is 
the same, ‘God Bless the Emperor’ and 
“бой Save the Queen? were sung simul- 
taneously by the Germans and English."

SIR EVELYN WOOD AND

Amongst the Parliamentary papers 
issued this morning is one containing the 
following paragraphs omitted from Sir 
Evelyn Wood's despatch of March 28,

«Т accepted an invitation to breakfast 
with the Boer leaders on the 24th, апа 
afterwards inspected closely the position 
at Lang'sNeck. Mr. P.Joubert,the Com- 
mandant- General, rode with me, and inthe 
course of our conversation gave me to 
understand that the question of peace or 
war was very much in the hands of those 
who had taken up arms under his leader- 
ship; and I am inclined to believe that 
these men, who, it must be remembered, 
have never yet sustained defeat, may at 
any future time make their voices heard 
in the event of the Royal Commission 
giving any decisions which may be un- 
pulatable to them or which may fall short 
of what they expect. Again, it is quite 
within the bounds of possibility that there 
may arise factions in the Transyaal who 
тау not be disposed to accept the Boer 
leaders with whom I have had to deal as 
the real representatives of the people. 
There may also be difficulties between the 
present Boer leaders and the party who 
during this war have been loyal to her 
Majesty’s Government. Again, itis im- 
possible to forecast the effect of the present 
situation on the Dutch population ot Natal 
and the Cape Colony, although 1 have no 
apprehension with regard to this phase of. 
the question. In short, the horizon is by | 
no means clear of clouds, which,’ 
under certain conditions, may gather into 
a storm and cause shipwreck to our 
present peaceful arrangements. Under 
these circumstances I should not deem 
it wise to recommend any reduction 
of the military force at present in
